It tonsisted of a compilation. of 
physico mathematical chemical—and 
gas-dynamics, theoretical data for o 
super powerful, super long-range, 
supersonic, stratospherlc = rocket-" 
propelled bomber ‘capable of non- 
stop Might around the world. 


The first reaction of some Sovict 
scienfists was to scoff at the idea, 
but, afler delving more deeply into 
the subject, they came to tho«con- 
clusion that “Sanger's” bomber was 
feasible in principle. . 


Serov and myself were ordered by 
Stalin “himseif" ot a Politburo 
meeting to find Sanger and to 
“pring him to Moscow in a 
voluntary-compulsory manner.” 


Scrov, VasiIl Stalin, Academician 
Keldysh and myself looked for San- 
fer everywhere for months.
